GRANITE CITY — The City 
Council unanimously passed 
three ordinances and a resolu- 
tion Tuesday night, clearing the 
way for a complete renovation 
of Rock Road, from Lllinois 3 to 
West 20th Street. 

The $920,000 project calls for 
expanding Rock Road from its 
present 20-foot width to a width 
of 36 feet curb to curb. 

When finished, Rock Road 
will be the primary entry to the 
downtown area from Illinois 3. 
It connects with the 19th Street 
overpass. 

The resolution “allows the 
mayor. to enter into an agree- 
ment with the Llinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation to pro- 
ceed with Road, (known 
officially as Federal Aid Urban 
Route 9093. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment, the $800,000 estimated 
construction cost will be borne 
by Madison County ($240,000) 
and the federal government 
($560,000). The city will pay the 
entire cost of preliminary engi- 
neering, $50,000, and construc- 
tion engineering, $70,000 

The city will provide for all 
utility adjustments needed to 
complete the project and will 
be responsible for maintainence 
of the completed project. 


Rock Road to

One of the ordinances bans 
parking on the east side of 
Rock Road from Illinois 3 to 
Denver Street and on the west 
side from Illinois 3 to Division 
Street. It restricts all but paral- 
lel parking on the west side 
from Division Street to Denver 
Street, Fines for violations run 
from $25 to $100. 

The second ordinance regu- 
lates encroachment on Rock 
Road's right-of-way, with fines 
set at $10 to $50. ‘. 

Banned encroachments 
include buildings, fences, signs 
or structures of ‘any kind t 
are placed or located on the 
roadway right-of-way. 

Permitted encroachments 
include existing overhanging: | 
awnings, marquess, signs or 
similar structures on buildings 
where the sidewalk extends to 
the building line. 

The third ordinance concerns 
the use of storm sewers that 


the project. It makes illegal the 
connection of any sink, toilet, 
basement, septic tank, cesspool, 
industrial waste or any other 
thing that discharges pedutent 
to the storm sewers. Violations 
carry a fine of $100 to $500. 
Under the approved agree- 
ment between the city and 
state, the state will receive all 
bids for construction and award 
the contract for construction.

When an Edwardsville man 
died in a two-car accident 
recently, Baahlmann, Madison 
County's chief deputy coroner, 
was called to make it official. 

BaahImann climbed into his 
blue jumpsuit at 7 p.m. and got 
to the scene 20 minutes later. 
He looked at the body and with- 
stood chilly weather to com- 
plete his field investigation. 

“It’s an occupational hazard. 
Death investigators, including 
Dallas (Burke, the county coro- 
ner) and myself, are on call 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year 
except for an occasional day 
we can go out of town,’’ Baahl- 
mann said 

It's also a lifestyle Baahl- 
mann wouldn't trade for any- 
thing, including a law practice 

In the mid-1970s, Baahlmann 
attended Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville. He 
tended bar and became an 
ambulance driver. His plan was 
to become a lawyer 

But Baahlmann met Russ 
Knowles, then a deputy coro- 
ner. Baahlmann watched 
Knowles investigate fatal acci- 
dents. 

“Most people don’t set out to 
be a deputy coroner. I worked 
two or thes jobs at a time, and 
:| when I started on the ambu 
-| lance, I became curious. | 
didn’t return to school, and I 
decided to work full-time on the 
ambulance,’’ Baahlmann said.

of a death became as fascinat- 
ing as a police search for a 
murder suspect. 

In fact, a death investigator 
can patch enough investigative 
holes to make the difference 
between a murder conviction 
and an unsolved murder 

About 80 percent of the coro- 
ner’s office cases are natural 
deaths, but Baahlmann treats 
each one as a homicide, at 
least at first. 

“The first and foremost thing 
for every investigation is to 
rule out a criminal occurrence 
You go in expecting a worst 
case. If you don’t go in with 
that frame of mind, you will 
probably miss or disturb impor- 
tant evidence,”’ he said 

If a case is homicide, Baahl- 
mann will discuss an investiga- 
tion strategy with police. The 
strategy usually includes with- 
holding an important fact. 

“We can tell what someone 
was beaten with, and we are 
sometimes able to determine 
what a person was bound with 
even if jt is taken off. That's 
why we’withhold a fact only the 
suspect will know," Baahlmann 
said 

BaahImann has been ques- 
tioned over and over about his 
reasons for being a death inves- 
tigator. Even he acknowledges 
most people initially have sec 
ond thoughts when he describes 
his job. 

“Some people think the job 
would be overly depressing, but 
you can give people satisfaction 
on what was the cause of 
death. You also get satisfaction 
when your investigation identi- 
fies the subject,”’ he said

O'Neill said the measures are 
consistent with recommendations 
from a court security study by 
the Administrative Office of the 
Illinois Courts 

The security study was done 
and court personnel were given 
additional crisis training after 
shootings last year that were 
related to two divorce cases. The 
shootings occurred in Madison 
County but not at the court 
house. 


The training included instruc- 
tion in how to recognize people 
who are seriously troubled and 
might cause harm to themselves 
or others

WASHINGTON — State and 
federal la are choosing 
sides in a landmark case before 
the U.S. Supreme Court this 
week that could overturn Roe v. 
Wade, the 1973 decision legaliz- 
ing abortion. 

A Supreme Court decision 
reversing the 1973 case could 
give states more freedom to reg- 
ulate abortion, s5| i a bitter 
fight over Illinois’s murky state 
law. 

Illinois is one of only four 
states that has passed laws 
pledging to restrict abortion if 
Roe V. Wade is overturned. Hli- 
nois maintains its pre-1973 abor- 
tion statutes on the books. 

Legal researchers have chal- 
lenged the laws as non-binding 
because they were passed in a 
previous session of the General 
Assembly. 

More than 50 Illinois state r 
resentatives and. senators, eight 
congressman, and a number of 
special interest groups have sent 
the high court advisory legal 
briefs stating their views in the 
case of William Webster vs. 
Reproductive Health Services. 

The case involves a 1986 Mis- 
souri law that declares life 
begins at conception and man- 
dates no public funds, employees 
or personnel be used’ to perform 
or advise an abortion.

Each wing of the school will 
have doors painted red, yellow 
or blue. Teachers were allowed 
to choose the color of their 
rooms, which range from egg- 
shell white to sky blue. 

Much of the color coerdina- 
tion, as well as the design of a 
sign for the school, was done by 
Merna Davis, gifted-program 
director and teacher. 

While the work still has a long 
way to go, according to Ron 
Landman, District 9 director of 
buildings and grounds, things 
are definitely looking up, at 
Lake. Landman said the school 
may open on time, avoiding even 
the temporary use of Webster 
School in the fall 

“We've gone about as far as 
we can go until school lets out,” 
Landman said. 

The Educational Therapy Cen- 
ter currently occupies one wing 
of the Lake building. The group 
has been very cooperative with 
efforts shifting them to other 
classrooms, Landman said. 
Except for that wing, the build- 








ing has been closed since the 
end of the 1982-83 school year. 

Most of the rooms have 
already been painted, some need 
cleaning up from the work, and 
others just need furniture.

and then fully enforced, he said. 

“‘We are asking the Granite 
City Police Department to assist 
us in implementing further secu- 
rity action within the district,” 
Sykes added. 

For most of the year, the park 
district has always maintained 
security around the clock, but 
the guards simply cannot be 
everywhere, the board president 
said. 

“‘We need the help of our citi- 
zens to report suspicious activity 
in the park when observed. 

**The parks belong t all of us. 
Unfortunately, when more mon- 
ey is spent on security, that 
leaves less for other programs 
and activities," he said. 

Sykes said the board and staff 
“strive to_make the parks a 
place of beauty and pride for the 
community,” by spending thou- 
sands of tax dollars as well as 
private contributions.

Urgent needs require city 
unity, coordinated action 


Before this month’s election in 
Granite City, it was understand- 
able that the candidates voiced 
widely differing opinions. They 
saw the issues from opposing 
vantage points and tried to per- 
suade the public to back them 
and their proposals 

A sharply contrasting situation 
exists t y. The city’s new year 
and officials’ new terms are 
about to begin. The people have 
spoken and now deserve a con- 
structive period of action, not 
argument — progress, not parti- 
sanship — forward momentum, 
not factional discord. 

No war is a good war, even 
World War II, which disrupted 
normal life and brought much 
calamity. But it perpetuated free- 
dom and proved that people could 
subordinate their own wishes and 
selflessly serve the general inter- 
est of loved ones and fellow citi- 
zens. : 

Granite City has not been 
bombed or invaded, but it has 
suffered setbacks. Its role as one 
of this nation’s leading industrial 
centers has been diminished by 
changing circumstances. Its 
infrastructure has decayed. Its 
spectacular growth has been 
reversed. In its once-busy central 
business district, buildings have 
been demolished and some of the 
remaining retail facilities are 
vacant. 

Employment losses, the aging 
of homes and residents, and the 
trend toward smaller families 
have reduced our population and 
prosperity. But all is not lost. 





The worst of the dark days 
may be in the past. Granite City 
has begun a comeback. It is in a 
position to mobilize its resources 
and spark a broad-based resur- 
gence. But as of late-April 1989, 
success is not yet assured. 

The month of May needs to 
bring a renewal of spirit and 
accomplishment, fueled by a 
blend of new and familiar faces 
and the courage to cast off old 
ways and attitudes. 

The city’s needs are diverse 
and yet closely interrelated. 

Businesses need to be attracted, 
and they require orderly and pre- 
dictable services and regulatory 
processes, reliable transportation 
corridors, prompt and reasonable 
decision-making, and a high level 
of cooperation. 

In upcoming articles, the 
Press-Record/Journa! will outline 
specific examples. Many of them 
center around an enlightened and 
energetic public works director, 
strengthened by unselfish, team- 
oriented support by leaders and 
citizens. 

Forethought, of course, is 
essential. But Granite City has 
suffered from ‘“‘paralysis of the 
analysis,’ with stacks of weighty 
studies coated by decades of 
dust. 

‘““Justice delayed is justice 
denied,” experts say while fight- 
ing court logjams, and we feel 
the same way about city policies 
and performance. 

“D Day” is near. We must 
marshal our forces and proceed 
with urgency. 


Judicial process cheapened 


Something is desperately wrong 
when courtroom controversy 
turns from individual rulings to 
the judicial process itself. 

A farce has revealed itself over 
a period of weeks, as nine circuit 
judges have attempted to select a 
new associate judge for the 3rd 
yaCircuit. Today, not only have the 

judges not selected the new man, 
ut they also have shown how 
cheap the process has become. 

A bit of history: About two 
months ago 25 lawyers applied 
for two openings. Chief Circuit 
Judge P.J. O'Neill supervised the 

roceedings and distributed a 
Ballot among the other circuit 
judges. One associate judge was 
chosen but the second vacancy 
couldn’t be filled because no oth- 
er candidate received a majority 
Three candidates were still in the 
running. A later ballot narrowed 
that field down to two, Robert 
Hennessey and Charles Douglas, 
both of Granite City. 

- At this point, Judge O’Neill 

called for an unprecedented IMli- 
nois State’ Bar Association poll of 
lawyers in the circuit. Hennessey 
received a rating barely enough 
to rank him as ‘‘recommended.” 
No mention was made of Doug- 
jas, leading him and most others 
to conclude he was not recom- 
mended. Douglas blasted the poll, 
saying it was not indicative of 
talent. 

It became apparent Democratic 
power brokers were exerting 
pressure for their own favorite, 
raising new questions about the 
partly non-partisan nature of the 
courts. Then on Monday the lat-

est vote was announced: a 4-4 tie, 
with one judge abstaining. O'Neill 
now proclaims that ballots will 
keep going back to the judges 
until a majority votes for either 
Hennessey or Douglas. This could 
go on forever. 

Some of the circuit judges indi- 
cate they lack confidence in the 
candidates. This raises questions 
about the eventual winner’s effec- 
tiveness on the bench and his 
ability to co-exist with fellow 
judges. We feel off-bench abilities 
are important to the process, as 
well as the verdicts rendered 

Why did Judge O’Neill call for 
the poll of lawyers? Did he sus- 
pect that the vote would be close 
enough to change somebody’s 
mind? How did a supposer!y 
secret ballot procedure become 
such public knowledge? Results 
of the latest vote were generally 
known on the street prior to the 
opening of the ballots. 

Perhaps the selection of an 
ssociate judge should be done 
the same way as_ circuit 
judges — a vote of the entire 
public. If politics must be part of 
the judicial process, let it be 
legitimate politics. If we can 
choose the higher-ranking posi- 
tion of circuit judge, we certainly 
can do the same with associates. 
We couldn’t do any worse than 
what has so far happened. 

Chief Judge O’Neill, competent, 
and level-headed, may have 
botched this particular effort or 
been handed an impossible task. 
New methods should be consid- 
ered, to restore confidence in our 
courtrooms.

With careful planning, your 
next move can be organized and 
efficient, allowing you the peace 
of mind you need to settle into 
your home.

Make a list of items to pack 
separately: items needed on the 
road (maps, prescription medi- 
cines, toys for children), items 
needed to settle in (cleaning 
supplies, light bulbs, tools), and 
those items you will need within 
the first few days of arrival 
(food and utensils for the first 
meals). 

Pack a suitcase you could live 
out of if it should become neces- 
sary. Keep important papers, 
such as medical records and 
insurance policies, in one place 
where they can be retrieved 
quickly if needed. 


Anticipate the worst possible 
weather for the season and plan 
accordingly. Check with a local 
greenhouse for advice on moving 
specific houseplants. Don't pack 
possessions without cleaning 
them. There is no sense in mov- 
ing household dirt, and you are 
more likely to have the energy 
for cleaning at the beginning of 
the move, rather than after you 
have arrived. 

Contact your real estate agent 
or new landlord to determine if 
there are local ordinances for 
large deliveries. If you; are mov- 
ing into an apartment, ‘ask about 
service entrances or elevator 
rules. 

Keep careful records of all 

our moving expenses as you 
incur them; some may be tax 
deductible. 

When the moving day finally 
has arrived, make sure someone 
is home to meet the mover and

Thinned-out Trojan squad 
battles to get third place

HIGHLAND — All things con- 
sidered, things didn’t turn out 
badly at all for the Trojan track 
team Tuesday. 

Madison took third in the Mad- 
ison County Green Division Meet 
with 41 points despite a squad 
which has numbered as low as 
10 people for some meets. 

“T never thought it would be 
like this,’ said veteran coach 
Charlie Steptoe. ‘‘We’ve lost 
some to grades, some to jobs 
and some have moved away. We 
had a nucleus of about 20 when 
the season started, but many of 
them are gone.” 

The biggest loss, of course, 
was two-time state champion Ian 
Smith, who transferred Vash- 
on High School during the win- 
ter. But the Trojans have perse- 
vered, and still manag five 
first-place finishes in Tuesday's 
meet. 

Senior Jessie Leonard, the 
defending state champion in the 
long jump, won that event with a 
leap of 21-732. But he strained 
some cartilage and was unable 
to compete in the finals of either 
of his other two specialties, the 
100 and 400 meters. 

“We don’t know if he will be 
ready for Friday (the Red Bud 
Relays),”’ said Steptoe. ‘We'll 
suffer without him. I think we 
would have scored 50-55 points 
with Jessie running in the 
sprints. He would have won the 
100 and placed in the 400. That 
wouldn’t have won the meet 


(Highland won with 79 ints), 
but it would have definitely 
helped.” 


Triad was second with 61% 
points.

Other firsts for the Trojans
